La Secretaria de Estado de EE.UU., Hillary Clinton, anunció durante 
una visita a México la creación de una oficina común en territorio mexicano 
para coordinar acciones conjuntas contra el narcotráfico.

Activistas en Arizona manifestaron emociones mixtas al plan 
anunciado por el Gobierno de EE.UU. para responder a la espiral de | 
violencia que se vive en México.

Chavez Holiday in jeopardy of disappearing? — 


Governor Schwarzenegger 
has proposed lopping off two State 
holidays as part of the continuing 
budget crisis, with Chavez, Lincoln 
and Columbus days among the ones 
most proposed, less than a decade 
ago, California established an of- 
ficial holiday intended to promote 
service to the community in honor 
of Chavez’s struggle for collective 
bargaining rights, medical benefits, 
and decent work conditions for farm 
workers. 

And, it was only six years ago 
that then Supervisor Blanca Alvara- 
do proposed César E. Chávez Day 
of Service holiday on March 31 for 
county workers. Chávez lived in San 
Jose for many years and initiated 
his activist career in the Mayfair 
neighborhoods. Her comment then 
was, “The holiday will preserve his 
legacy and honor the work of one 
of the most important residents in 
our history.”

Palo Alto, CA — La produc- 
ción de Theatre Works, con el 
nombre de “It Ain't Nothin’ But 
the Blues”, que hizo su premiere 
el 14 de este mes en el Lucie Stern 
Theatre de esta ciudad es un musi- 
cal que relata en cantos la historia 
del “Blues” (canciones de origen 
africano). 

Charles Bevel, apodado “Mi- 
ssissippi” el 14 de 17 hijos de 
trabajadores en las plantaciones de 
algodón en el sur de los Estados 
Unidos, laboró por 30 años, como 
lustrador de zapatos, recolector 
de algodón, lavador de platos y 
trabajador de molinos escuchando 
los cantos de los trabajadores afro- 
americanos en los campos. Al oírlos, 
comprendió que la música era una 
forma en la que revelan su dolor, 
su alegría, su frustración y todo lo 
que es para ellos importante, un 
estilo único al que más tarde se le 
daría el nombre de “Blues” (es una 
expresión que en inglés significa 
estar triste). 


Utilizando la idea original de 
Ron Taylor (ya fallecido) y en co- 
laboración con Lita Gaither, Randal 
Myler y Dan Wheetman escribieron 
la historia de dicha música. El re- 
sultado es un espectáculo en el que 
escuchamos 42 Blues con diferen- 
tes ritmos, orquestaciones y bailes 
apropiados a la época que con ayuda 
de proyecciones en tres pantallas, 
logra transportarnos en dos horas, 
del África a Chicago. 

Arreglado con un elenco de 
siete talentosos actores/ cantantes/ 
instrumentalistas, que incluyen 
“Mississippi”, Charles Bevel, Ali- 
son Ewing, James Monroe Iglehart, 
Michelle E. Jordan, Tony Marcus, 
Chic Street Man y Kelly Wright y 
un grupo de instrumentos saxofón 
(tocado por Marc Baum), violón 
(Jeff Chambers) tambores (David 
Rokeach) y varios guitarristas, la 
velada no es solamente entretenida 
si no que instructiva porque enseña 
el origen y la historia del “Blues”, 
el estilo que más tarde se convertiría 
en “el Jazz”.

South Korea crushed Venezuela 10-2 to reach the final of the World 
Baseball Classic. Shin Soo Choo and Tae Kyun Kim smashed home 
runs off Venezuelan righthander Carlos Silva to power the Korean squad 
into the final against the winner of the United States-Japan semifinal 
to be played Sunday. South Korea, the defending Olympic baseball 
champion, got off to a fast start in Saturday’s semifinal, scoring five 
runs in the first inning.
